Ref, No. Fin/Rules/5/4409A.—In exercise of the power* 
conferred by clause (b) of sub-section (2) of Section 45 of 
the Air Corporations* Act, 1953 (27 of 1953), Indian Air¬ 
lines, with the previous approval of the Central Government, 
hereby makes the following amendments in the Indian Air¬ 
lines Employees’ (Flying Crew) Service Regulations* 1959, 
namely :— 

(i) These Regulations may be called the Indian Air¬ 
lines Employees (Flying Crew) Amendment Service 
Regulations* 1989. 


(ii) They shall come Into force with immediate effect. 


2, The first paragraph of Regulation 12 of the Indian Air¬ 
lines Employees (Flying Crew) Service Regulations, 1959 
may be amended to read as under : — 

L ‘Flying Crew, including Air Hostesses, shall be retain¬ 
ed in the service of the Corporation only so long as they 
remain medically fit for flying duties but shall retire on 
attaining the age of 58 yeats. The Air Hostesses shall 
be subjected to medical examination once a year after 
attaining the age of 35 years.” 

3. The two paragraphs appearing under sub-clause (b) 
and before NOTE 1 of Regulation 12 of the Indian Airlines 
Employees (Flying Crew) Service Regulations* 1959, shall 
stand deleted.
